The crep of cotton is 
reasonably estimated at 1,000 pounds per acre, 
of three hundred acres, two hundred acres of 
corn, twenty bushels per acre, while his other 
crops are proportionately good. Mr. Willing- 
ham’s intelligence and tact in the management 
of soljlargea farm is certainly acreditto him 
when coupled with his capacity to economize 
in that way that insures him success. His 
idea that astraight crop of no product don’t 
pay is undoubtedly a good one, but to raise his 
home supplies, and then all the mancy crops 
he can, by experience, he says has taught him 
that farming does pay. Also he says that ‘tis 
a mistake that hogs can’t be raised since our 
stock law was passed, and he is certainly right 
about that, from the fine drove of large and 
fat porkers tobe seen lounging about his 
premises. Mr. Willingham has lately accept- 
ed a pusition with Messrs. English, Lowe & 
Parrott, and will move to their extensive farm 
near Atlanta, as manager; and while we are 
loathe to give up so worthy a citizen and suc- 
cessful farmer, mustin justice, say that they 
made a good selection in securing him to 
govern and operate a business thatis his de- 
light. Besides being a good and successful 
manager on a farm, Mr. Willingham is a 
Christian gentleman, unassuming ip masmners, 
with an interesting family. He leaves for his 
new home about the first of December.

CHATTANOOGA, Tenn., September 25.—The 
Tradesman has compiled reports of new industries 
established in the southern states in nine months of 
1859,ending October Ist,andit demonstrates that the 
remarkable developments in industrial lines that 
has been in progress in the south for two years, 
continues unabated. Itis conspicuous also for a 
diversity ofplants. During nine monthsa total of 
9.416 industries was established against 9,052 for 
tne corresponding period of last year. Ten agri 
cultural implement factories, nine barrel 
factories, 11 breweries, 72 brickworks, 10 boot and 
shoe factories, 8 car works, 50 canning works, 29 
cigar and tobacco works and 137 cotton and woolen 
factories were organized during nine months, 5! of 
them in the past quarter, 22 cetton compres:es were 
organized during the three quariers of 1849; 5 diss 
tilleries, 100 electric light works, 51 fertilizer fac- 
tories, 108 flour and grist mills, 148 toundries and 
machine shops, 48 of them in past three months; 30 
blast furnace companies were formed during nine 
months, against 24 in corresponding period of 
last year; {16 gas companies and 64 
waterworks companies were incorporated; 
3 giass factories, 55 ice factories, 49 natural gas 
companies, 39 oil wells, 24 potteries, 8 rolling mills, 
494 woodworks and 316 miscellaneous industries 
were incorporated in nine months, also 250 railroad 
companies and 198 mining companies,

‘to order and introduced Mr. Felix Corput 
who he said would explain the wishes of the

“Gentlemen, as this is a matter of business 
end record, and as I wish to make plain the 
objects which the alliance bas in view,” said 
Mr. Corput, ‘‘I have brought to this meeting 
“@ written statement which, with your-permis- 
pion, I will now read.”’ 

Lie took from his pocket and read 

THE FOLLOWING ADDRESS: 

“The alliance is a class organization: was born of 
necessity,fostered by unity of interests,and cement- 
ed by fratert¥al love. It is here tostay, and will 
work for the protection of the interests of its mem- 
bers and not for the p of antagonizing the 
mercantile interests of the country. The farmer in 
the past has not only had the price of his purchases 
of his necessities fixed, but also the price on the 
product of his labor arbitrarily assessed, leaving 
bim no distretion in the matter. 

The present state of affairs can best be understood 
when it is stated that in 1887 the commissioner of 
agriculture informs us that the farmer paid interest 
on his supplies at the rate of 78 per cent. per annum. 
Organization for the betterment of the condition of 
the producers necessitates a certain elimination of 
the intermediate profit for this - 
further purpose of having a 
fixing for themselves a remunerative price upon 
their produce, and obtaining, through ——— 
organization and co-operation, such concessions in 
freights and transportation as theirlarge numbers 
and extcnusive business entitle them to,they have 
organized the Farmers’ Aliance exchan of 
Georgia. Fortwelve monthsthis work has been 
prosecuted with all the viger that was consistent 
with the best interest and permanent growth of the 
scheme. The exchange is now ready 
for business, and has _ invited, throngh 
its officers, tlhe various cities in the sate 
to take into consideration the advantages which its 
location in their midst wii give them over other 
points. Itis for this purpose that we are here today 
and also for the purpose of explaining our mode of 
work. and conclusively showing you that it will 
benefit your mercantile interests, The Farmers’ 
Alliance exchange has adopted a plan different 
from otber like organizations, They propose to 
maxe it a large vption house for the benefit 
of their members alone. Bulletins will 
issued periodically, as ma be deemed 
necessary to thoroughiy inform allof the members 
of the alliance, quoting such goods and supplies 
as areca necessity on the farm, advising the mem- 
bership to buy at home, if possible, at these prices, 
with freight added, butif they should do this, then 
tosend tothe exchange, who would undertake to 
fill their orders at prices quoted. 

The management has no desire to do business, 
but only to reguiate prices; it will be policy as far 
as practicable to couduct this business through 
the inerchants and manutacturers of 
the city of their seclection. 
They thus becoming only brokers on an extended 
tcale, but at all terms to keep themselves and 
their membership in position be protected 
against irust and combines. They propose to study 
the various markets, investigate ireight charges 
and dv all such other actsas will be tothe advan- 
tage of their membership, being aes ge at all 
time to bring goods from other markets in compe- 
tition with local markets, should discriminating 
advantages against them become the order of the 
day. Tney will undertake to handle cotton, to 
borrow mouey upon the same when in store, and 
when sold will sce to it that the in- 
terest of their membership is thoroughly 
protected. By this means much cotton will be con- 
centrated to the city of their choice, thereby 
roaterially increasing the bulk of its business. The 
same can be said of all other products of the farm. 
In agricultaral implements, wagons, buggies, car- 
riages, gins and machinery generally, they pro- 
pose to deal direct with the manufacturers. Kvery- 
thing being eqnal, coneentrating as near as possible 
their trade to the city offering best advantages for 
the location of the exchange; and where 
now the manufacturer of plows, for instance, 
only places a few thousand of his possible output, 
bring them into general use, thereby increasing 

-his capacity for doing work many folds. The ad- 
~ Vantage to the wholesale dry goods, shoe, crockery, 
tinwure. stove merchant, and to dealers in all 
other manner of comodities must be apparent. Ifa 
county in lower or upper Georgia orders a car load 
of wagons, plows, meat, or other heavy supplies, in 
most instances coffees, sugars, dry goods, crockery, 
etc., will torm a part ofthatorder, these items 
would perbaps otherwise never find tbeir 
way to the counties from the Georgia cities. 
The exchange will carry on its business on 
a cash basis, or its equivalent ,and will thereby very 
much lessen the risk incident upen business, In re- 
turn for this they will expect the very lowest possi- 
le profit on goods and the co-operation and friend- 
liness of the merchants; they will endeavor to in- 
spire confidence and expect to desire and receive 
the same. We have frankly explained our busi- 
ness policy and methods. We hope they meet your 
approval and that not. only your noted liberality, 
but se:f-intcrest will indicate to you how much this 
new enterprise (virtually copcentrating the trade of 
the entire state) is worth to you. 

It is no wildecat’s scheme, but one forced upon a 
class which, after years of submission. have re- 
golyed to better their condition. With ihe farming 
interests of Georgia this is the last diteb, and the 
permanent location of the exchange in some city, 
or, if need be, some cross road in the state, is a 
foregone conclusicn. 

I leave it with yon, gentlemen. to follow such 
line of policy as your judgment dic Jates. 

Before resuming his seat Mr. Corput said 
that he and his fellow members of the com- 
mittee would be glad to answer all questions 
which any of the gentlemen present might 


wish to ask. 


In answer to the question if all the biggest 


farmers in Georgia belonged the alliance, 
Colonel Livingston replied that he did not 
think they did. He said, however, that the 
bulk of the alliance was composed of men who 
were out oder. He claimed that the bigger 
the farmer the bigger tne risk he incurred was 
while the smaller the farm th white labor 
was employed, whfeli ES ) ipastved the 
risk. Colonel Lovingstot if- “that the 
alliance had the support ard best wishes of the 
entire farming indy ry. Ri a cy 
many of them kent ffom foliing ‘beta e 
rebizious organization to which they belonged 
would not allow them to do so. 

Mr. Amorous gave the committee some 
reasons Why the alliance would find it to 
their advantage to locate here. He said that 
the fire department was superior to that of 
any other city of the south, and consequently 
insurance rates were Jower; then there were 
more banks here and therefore money could 
be obtained at a lower rate of interest than in 
others cities; there were more manufacturies 
here, which tended to keep prices down and 
Bave freight; there were more 
merchants here and consequently 
more competition; the number of railroads 
passing through the city is as great as any- 
where.

A PITIFUL CASE, 


A Poor Woman and Her Three Daughters 
Thrown Gut Doors. 
wom witnessed a case of eviction yester 

y. 

A poor woman and her three daughters were 
thrown out of house and home. 

In two rly furnished rooms In the second-story 
of a building adjoininz Captain Brotherton’s store, 
on Mitchell street, lived Mrs, Ransom and her three 
young daughters. 

The father spent most of his time there also, but 
he has been in bad health a long while, besides be- 


ing addicted to drink. 

he building belonged to Mr. James Reynolds, 
who died in the early spring. He was a cousiu 
to Ransom, and allowed the famliy 
Re en | the two rooms that were reaehed by a 
dark and narrow stairway, rent free. 

Bat when Mr. Reynolds died the poor family lost 
one of the best friends they ever knew. 

Old man Ransom is about fifty-seven years ofage, 
and appears to be thriftless. He came to Atlanta 
from Grantville, Coweta county, when the second 
daughter was a babe in arms. 

That was thirteen years ago. 

They are ignorant and very poor, and the mother 
knew nothing of shifting for herself. 

The two daughters, one of whom is sixteen and 
the other fourteen, obtained work some time ago. 
One of them was employed at the bonnet factory, 
and earnes $2.50 a week. 

The other obtained employment at $1.25 a week a 
short time ago. 

The baby girl is about eight years old, and these 
make up @ gtoup that have known sorrow and suf- 
fering in their bitterest forms. 

The father did odd jobs and got a drive on a street 
car occasionally, but the nflserable pittance that he 
earned never reached home. 

The renting agent, Mr. Hendrix, offered to let 
them have the rooms for six dollars a month, after 
Mr. Reynolds died, but they were unable to pay 
even ibat. 

Frequently they were warned that if they did not 
pay rent they would have to get out. 

They did neither, and when Ransom got off the 
street car yesterday he found his wife sitting at the 
foot of the stairs, and in front of her were piled the 
few things that constitute the belongings >f their 
squalid home. 

He seemed broken down. He went off to try to 
borrow some money. He failed. Returning at 
twilight he found his three daughters sitting on the 
nope with their mother, and the dreary rain was 
falling on the litle pile of furniture that was 
heaped on the curbstene, where the bailiff had left 
it after the eviction. 

“Good-bye,’’ said he, “I have got 
nothing todo, and I cannot help you, 

Then he turned and walked away, leaving the 
forlorn family with no one on earth to look after 
them. The r mother soughtin vain for assist- 
ance. She had sat there all day long, watching and 
waiting, and now the last hope had vanished. 

Some kind-hearted person noticed ber condition, 
and it became noised about the streets. 

Mr. Zimmerman, Mr. Bean, Mr. John Corrigan 
and Mr, W. 8. O’Neal came tothe rescue. They ob- 
tained permission to remove the things into the 
rear of Mrs. Watson’s store, on Whitehall street, 
where the famity were allowed tosleep last night. 

It was nine o’clock last night. when, tired and 
hungry, they left the cheerless street and took 
refuge in this temporary lodging place. 

What will become of them toiay remains to be 
seen, They cannot, remain where they are. But 
doubtless the charitable people of Christian Atlanta 
willsee that they obtain succor in these trying 
hours of their destitution, 

HE LOST A LEG, 
A Negro Train Hand Crushed by the Cars 
Yesterday. 

Warren Merton, a negro man who has been 
working forthe Georgia yard for some time past, 
lost his left leg yesterday. 

Merton’s home is on Fortune street. Early yester- 
day morning he left his home for his work, andin 
going toit found his way blocked by an. Air-Lineg 
freight train at Hilliard — street. The 
train was standing over the street, and Merton 
started to crawl under it. Before he could cross the 
track the train began to move and it then became a 
race between Merton and the beavy wheels of a big 
box car. The negro succeeded in getting his body 
clear of the track, but bis left leg was eaught by 
the wheel and crushed off just above the ankle. 

Merton was carried to the Providence Infirmary 
and Dr. Nicholson, surgeon for the Richmond and 
Danville, sent for. The doctor  gproetd saw that 
amputation was necessary, and assisted by Dr.

A few notices 
were Circulated today on September cotton, but they 
seemed to have no appreciable effect upon values 
for that month. They only resulted in settling up 
a humber of outstanding contracts without having 
the effect of breaking valucs, for which purpose 
they were cireulated. * Altogether, considering free 
receipts, lower spot quotations and efforts on the 
part of the bear element to hold prices down, the 
market could be considered a fairly firm one, and 
should additional buying strength come in at any 
time we think prices would. advance materially, or 
at any rate nearer toa parity with spot prices. Our 
New York correspondents again advise us today of 
large purchases of the winter and spring montfs 
by a prominent exporting house in that market. 
F. o. b. cotton was quiet with not much demand, 
but at the same time offerings were not so free. 
Good middling to arrive this week from Texas was 
sold at 1034c, but those sales were made before our 
quotations were lowered, and can be considered 
about the value of immediate delivery, provided 
buyers can be found who want the coifon. Most of 
the September shipments have been filled, and as 
yet it is hard tosaiy what October shijments will 
be worth,

Before any poles or wires can be put up in 
the city, the city engineer’s permit must first 
be obtained. He has authority to refuse to 
grant a permit, and can order a change in the 
wires wherever it is deemed necessary, 

To City Engineer Clayton, Mayor Glenn ad- 
dressed the following letter: 

MAYOR’s OFrFIcE, September 2 th, 1889.—Mr. R. M. 
Clayton, Ciy Engine. r—Dear Sir: I send you 
herewith a letter from Hon. Albert Howeli, chair- 
man of the board ot Jron asters, in whieh he en- 
closes a letter trom the chief of t-e fire department 
complaining of the manner in which the electric 
wires are strung all over the city, and stating the 
danger which may arise irom their crossing each 
other. 
located under your direction Or approval, and 
hereafter you will tee to it that none are pnt 
on the public streets without your approval 
of the mannerin which they are putup. You will 
please examine those already put up inthe public 
Bireets, audifyou find any which are im properly 

laced or ire lable to cause accidents, you will 

ave the defects remedied atonce. This matter is 
too important to be tified with, andl desire you 
to give it yon: immediate attention. You may call 
on the city light inspector, Mr. Bagby, and the 
superintendent ofthe tire alarm tor any ‘assistance 
they can render you. Jf such chanes as you direct 
are not made at once pleese report the fact to ine, I 
suggest that you confer with the chief of the fire 


Gepartmcnt. Yours respectfully, 
on Joun T. GLENN, Mayor. 


Shortly after this was received by Mr. Clay- 
ton, Chief Joyner called and a conference was 
held in regard to the stringing of the wires. 

**There “ought to be a head to the electric 
wire system in the city.’’ said Chief Joyner. 
‘‘It has been customary heretofore to ailow 
wire stretched anywhere and everywhere. 
That’s all wrong, and asthe namber of wires 
increases the danger and accidents will multi- 

99 


ly. ; 

How could it be remedied ?”’ 

“Of course the best way would be to put all 
the wires under ground, but the present system 
could be greatly improved upon by restricting 
the companies to certain routes for their wires. 
Then they could be required to put 
up poles of a certain height, and crossings only 
allowed at certain places. 

**Where does the most trouble come from ?”” 

“Tf the telephone, telegraph and fire alarm 
wires were ali on one sice of the street and the 
electric light wires on the other, there would 
not be half the trouble that there is now. Asa 
matter of course, the telephone and fire alarm 
wires would come in contact with each other 
occasionally, but no damage, save a temporary 
obstruction, would be done. Itisin the elec- 
tric light wiresthat the danger lies. Every 
time they cross with another wire there is sure 
to be some damage done, “hey have 
burned our apparatus out three times, 
and there’s no __ telling when the 
mischief will end when it once begins. Why 
Monday night the wires came in contact at 
Peachtree and Ivy, burning out the box there, 
and the same flash destroyed the bux at the 
corner of Rawson and Crew, nearly two miles 
distant.’ 

The electric wires have already caused the 
city a great deal of trouble, and it is more than 
likely that the authorities, profiting by past 
experience, will follow up yesterday’s action, 
unti] the whole system a has b been remodelled.

tax, to be a‘certained in the following manner: in 
the proportion that the road in each county bears 
to the whole length of the road, in that proportion 
shall the income returned by said road be taxed by 
each county through which it passes. Such income 
shall be taxed at the rate fixed by the charter of 
such railroad company, which tax sball be ass 
sessed and collecied by the comptroller gencral 
and by him id over to the county entitled 
to such tax. If any railroad company refuses to 
pay such tax, the comptroller gencral shall issue 
execution for the amount of said tax due to cach 
county, which shall be levied on any property of 
said couniy the railroad company may resist such 
tax as is herein providesin case of tax on property 
of railroad company. 

Mr. Hali moved to amend section four as follows: 
Strike out all of the section afler “notice” in the 
eleventh line, and insert “to pay to the tax collec- 
tor of each county through which the railroad runs 
the amount mentioned by the comptroller-general 
as the tax due such county.’’ Adopted, 

The finance committee submitted an amendment 
to section one, which was adopted. 

The report of the finance committee recommond- 
ing the bill favorably was agreed to.

WHAT THE BILL PROVIDES. 

The bill provides— 

That hereaf-er, in each and every year, on or bex 
fore the Ist day of May, each and every railroad 
company in this state shall make an aunual retucn 
for the purposes of county tuxation in each of the 
counties through which said roa:l runsin the fuol- 
lowing manner, said return shali be under the oath 
of the Fe gre or other chief executive officer, 
and sifiall the following facts,as they ex'st on the Ist 
of April preceeding, to- wit: 

First, showing the value of the whole property of 
the railroad company; second, showing the value 
of the real estate and track bed of the company; 
third, showing the value of the roiling stock and 
all other personal property of the company; fourth, 
showing the value of the company’s property in 
each county through which it runs. 

Whenever the amount of the tax levy of any 
county, through which the railroad runs,is assess 
ed by such county, it is made the duty of the ordi- 
nary to certify the same and transmit such certifi- 
cate to the comptrolier-general, and the property 
of such railroad companies shall be subject to taxa- 
tion in each and every county gn dy which the 
same passes to the same extent and in the same 
manner that all other property is taxed. 

When such certificate is received by the comp- 
troller-general, it shall be bis duty to proceed to 
assess tie amount of each and every railroad com- 
pany’s property, in each county, inthe following 
manner: Eirst, it shall be assessed upon the prop- 
erty located in each county upon the basis of the 
value given by the returns required by this act; sec- 
ond, the amount of tax to be assessed upon the 
rolling stock and other personal property, 
is as follows: As the value of 
the property located in _ the _ particular 
county is to the value of the whole properiy, real 
and personal, of suid company, such shall be 
amount of rolling stock and other personal property 
to be distributed for taxing purposes to each county. 
These two the value of the property located in the 
county and the share of the rolling stock and per- 
sonal property thus ascertained and apportioned to 
each of such counties shall be the amount to be 
taxed to the extent_of the assessment in each 
county. 

When the comptroller-general ascertains the 
amount of tax due by such company to cach county 
it shall be his duty to notify the president and 
treasurer of such railroad company. Every rail- 
road is required within sixty days after the receipt 
of such notice to pay the tax collecior of each 
county through which the road runs the amount 
mentioned by the comptroller -general. 

As soon as any railroad company has paid in its 
county tax, it is made the duty of the treasurer to 
notify the comptroller-general oi the payment 
showing the amount on what county’s account re- 
ceived, and the eomptroller-general shall, as soon 
as such notification has been received, at once di< 
rect the tax collector of the county, upon whose 
account the same is received,of the fact thereof and 
of amount received, and at the same time direct 
such tax collector to deduct from the amount of 
state tax, collected in such county, an amount 
equal tothe amount mentioued, to be turned over 
to such county on account of railroad taxes, and to 

used by such county in the same manner as 
other county (axes are used. 

If any railroad company refuses to pay within 
sixty days the amount due by it, into the treasury, 
it is mate the duty of the comptroller- general to at 
once issue a fi fa. against such railroad company for 
the same; to be issued, levied and returnedin the 
same manner as tax fifas. areissued for state 
taxes due in the state by said companies, 

Auy railroad company dispu'ing the lability to 
such county tax it may do 80 hy an affidavit of ile- 
gality, to be made by the president of the railroad 
in the same mauner as other affidavits of illegality 
are made, and shail be returned for trial to the su- 
perior court of the county of Fultos, where suen

NO GIRLS IN THEIR'’N. 


Senate Defeats Bill to Allow Girls to Enter 
the University. 


The dignified and staid senators are opposed 
to.co- education, 

Yesterday they defeated the bill to throw the 
Btate university open to the girls of Georgia. 

The bill.came up as unfinished business. Senator 
Brad well took"the floor and continued in his ad-« 
vocacy of the bill. He opposed the amendment of 
Senator Wooten to strike out the word university in 
the bill and allow the girls only to enter the brauch 
colleges. He thought the amendment would 
weaken the bill, No reason conld be given for ex- 
cluding the girls except it would incur 
additional expenses, he question was 
7 whether oc) education should be 
established or not. There were but two 
branch colleges in the state which did not admi) 
females, It bad been urged that this bill would 
create a new order of in That agreement fell 
to the ground when it was known that the sexes are 
educated together in the common schools until they 
reach the age of eighteen. You aliow them in the 
branch colleges, but when you come to the univer- 
sity, you say stop—don’t enter there. The argu- 
ment that they would be given to frivolities was un~ 
just. The age when young men commenced using a 
razor and the girls put on long dresses was when they 
were in the common schools and before they went 
to college. When they entered the university they 
would have passed all these frivolties. There were 
four hundred students, girls and boys, in the branch 
colleges, and never was a scandal heard of. 

Let the senators face this question: Do you favor 
co- education, or are you opposed to it? 

When you make it obligatory that they shall be 
associated together in the common schoois and at 
the branch colleges you require them 
to go together -— until they reach the 
portals of the university, aud then you shut the 
doors on them, 

Senator Strother didn't think the girls would take 
to logarithms and astronomy. He oppored the bill 
because it was a wrong wag Ke He said a great 
deal had been said about the superiority of the 
female mind, and there was no doubt that it was 
superior in delicacy, in sweetness. There was no 
man who exceeded him in reverence for the female 
mind and character, and he was here to protect the 
female mind and character. 

The minute you go into science and 
astronomy you found the female mind disgusted, 
The home of the female mind was in the fine arts 
and paintings. You talk of teaching them geom- 
try, trigovomity and science. or them away 
from that! Whenever you go to teach them logar- 
ithms and calculas I'd like to hear trom you. 

He kuew from professional experience of ten 
years that the female mind was radically different 
from the maile,and yet, continued Senator Strother, 
growing animated, ‘*You would take the female by 
the hair and drag her through geometry, calculus, 
and the sciences. 

Take a logarithm! Think of it for amoment. I 
never saw a woman in my life who would look at a 
logarithm!” 

Senator Lyle—Don't you think most of themare 
convinced that thundér and not lightning is the 
thing that kills?’ 

‘‘] think there is little chance of either killing the 
senator from the twenty-seventh,”’ 

He was in favor of giving woman every education- 
al advantage she could avail herselfof, but was op- 

sed to putting her in college with her harder 

rother. 

Look at the universities of Germany and Ituly and 
the great unive:sities of the world, and do you find 
girls admitted there? 

Fenator Boyd—Doesn’t the senator know there is 
some dfferenec between the United States and these 
monarchies? We have made some progress. We

‘Yes, sir,”’ replied Senator Strother, ‘‘when ten 
centuries have rolled away wegmay be in the same 
fix as some of the old countries if we do no 
guide well our institutions. The question ‘irst re- 
curred on the amendment of Senator Wooten to 
strike the university of Georgia from the provisions 
ot the bill and open the branch colleges ouly to 
girls,

AN IMPORTANT BILL BY MR. CALVIN. 


Inspection Fees Turned Into Agricultural 
Channels. 

On yesterday Mr. Calvin, of Richmond, in- 
troduced a bill which proposes, on and after the 
first Wednesday in November, 1890, tu divest all 
moneys, arising from the inspection fees on fertil- 
izersand chemicals, from the present, into agricul- 
tural @hannels. The bili refers, of course, to the 
excess that will be on hand alter deducting the 
aciual expense incident toinspection. It is under- 
stood thatthe thought current inthe bill meets 
with favor at the hands of a — majority, if not 
agriculturists of the 
purpose had in view i1n_ introducing and 
trying to pass the bill at this session 
is to putthe people on notice as to the proposed 
change. Should the bill become a law the legisias 
ture of ’90-’91 would arrange the tax and appropri- 
ations acts accordingly. Should the bill, which re- 
duces the inspection tees to twenty cents a ton, be- 
come a law the excess above the cost of inspection, 
as now reckoned, would amount to about $30,000, 

Mr. Calyin’s bill proposes to set apart and approx 
priate this excess to the Georgia experiment station 
to be expended, in the discretion of the board, in 
estaWMishing and conducting euriliary stations in 
various portions of the state,aud in conducting farm- 
ers’ institutes. The bill provides also for an an- 
nual appropriation of 2.500 to the 
Georgia state agricultural society, 
to be expended in the purchase of premiums and 
for such other purposes as the executive comm: ttee 
of said society may deem best calculated to accom- 
plish the objects which the society has in view.
